CALL ON DR. EVANS, RACINE 


He Pronounces it Genuine Rabies—Talk 


of Mass Meeting to Exterminate Any 
Animals Thought Afflicted—Considera- 
ble Alarm in and About Raymond— 


i Young Man Bitten in no Danger, > 


vVheu a mad dog appears in an agri- 


sultural district there is cause for alarm. 
Generally half s. dozen other .dogs are 
bitten, horses nnd cattle attacked «nd 
.human beings do not always escape. 


The town of Raymond is excited over 


an occurrence .of this character and as a 
result there are several horses dead, ouu 
or two suffering, at least one cow bitten 
and eight do;;s and there are four other 
dogs known to have been bitten. 


The Dog Appears. 


Thomas West, one of thn old. residents 


of Raymond, was in the city this morn- 
ing and gave a good account of the mad 
dog's work in that vicinity. Mr, West 
said that the dog first came up through 
what is known us Hollow Flats, where it 
attacked und bit two other dogs. These 
beasts were killed as soon as -possible. 
Continuing on the dog reached Knee- 
land and pot into a fight with the dog 
of Mr. Richards nnd came out a. winner. 
A young man employed by Mr. "Rich- 
ard'*, Jin mod Stnuisscr, 
attempted 
to 


part the dops.and he was bitten. 'By 
order of Dr. Hanson of North Cape, the 
Richard* dop was killed. 


Horses Attacked. 


Two or three horses of the, Shu.rn.way 


Bros, were bitten and also a1 Cow in the 
vicinity. 'Their actions indicate hydro- 
phobia nnd the horses wece kil/ed. Dr. 
Evans of this city was culled and upon 
making an examination smid that the 
horses without a doubt, suffered 
from 


gcnuinu hydrophobia and he also said the 
cow was similarly affected. Then there 
were at least jour .other dogs in the vi- 
cinity which were known to have been 
bitten. The farmers nro insisting on 
thenc dogs being killed and there is some 
talk of a mass meeting to take some ac- 
tion in regard to the conditions and per- 
haps half the canine population may be 
cleaned out. 


Mad Dog Dies. 


• 
No one in the town of Raymond knew 


^vho owned the mad dog or where it 
came from, and it was supposed that it 
had taken a course tip toward Wuukc- 
*ha, but when people started out and 
traced the brute it was' ascertained that 
it had crawled into a- neighbor's barn 
nnd died. There was froth on its mouth 
and hydrophobia was iu evidence. The 
alarm in and nbout .Raymond is general 
and no doubt there arc .many cuttle.and 
horse's that were attacked, but escaped 
being injured -by the ian^s of the ani- 
mal. 


There was strong talk of sending thn 


j-oung man bitten to the Pasteur insti- 
tute at Chicago, but as yet this has not 
been done and he has shown no ill re- 
suits from the injuries he sustained. He 
.was taken to a Milwaukee physiciwi, 
who did not se*m to think there was any 
Alarming symptoms.

Favor Taritf Revision. 


Mr. Miles Jirst, told of the action taken 


by the National Manufacturers' associn- 
ion, which had declared unanimously in 
Favor of the revision of the tariff. When 
he matter was lirst taken up by this 
lody a great variety of opinions were en- 
countered. Ranging from thooe who fav- 
ored iui almost free trade, the beliefs of 
he individual* rnn<;cd down to those, to 
whom the tariff wa« held nearly in the 
ight of n Divine work nnd to whom all 
nlk of revision was almost sncreligious. 
After n study of conditions however, all 
.(ion en me to believe in a revision as an 
ibsolutf certainty ;md necessity. 


Protection Still Needed. 


Primarily,.'the speaker declared, 
th.; 


United Smtes will l>c a protective nation 
until protection dies of disuse and its 
own volition. 
It is against the wrong 


implication oF the tariff, pivim/ absolute 
monarchies to a few classes, that 
the 


present action is now directed. 


The original tariff law was passed al- 


most simultaneously with the constitu- 
tion and has existed since that time. It 
was steadily increased almost from the 
first until the time of the civil war, when 
it became neceusary to raise large funds 
for military purposes. Then, in addition 
to the import tax, paid at the sea board, 
a special internal tax was assessed. This 
through equalizing expenses of American 
nod foreign manufacturers had practical- 
ly the sffoct of lessening the tariff on in- 
coming goods. To even this, the tariff 
was again increased, thik time to. a con- 
siderable exUnt. With the close of the 
war, when the expenses oF the govern- 
ment were lessened, instead of rationally 
lamening the tariff, the internnl taxes 
were dUponsed with, while the highly 
increased rote left prevailing on all im- 
portations. "This, which still 
prevails 


gives to the United States" said Mr 
Miles, "tho highest tariff, of any countr 
the, moderns have ever known." 


Given Practical Monopoly.

farmers in the new avenue for 


agriculture enterprise that wab opened 
when the law making denatured alcohol 
tax-free was enacted by' congress.
